Tornado Funnels 
Swirl Across 
Areas in Illinois

thunderstorms swirled 
a c r o s s 
sections of Illinois early today, 
but 
the s t a t e escaped serious 
damage from the storm front 
Ground observers reported two 
twisters near Belleville and two 
tornadoes were observed on 
the 
Scott Air Force Base radar scope 
in the Belleville vicinity early to­ 
day, but both apaprently evapor­ 
ated 
without 
striking 
populated 
areas. 
Heavy rains during 
the 
night 
deposited as much as one inch of 
water in sections of northwestern 
Chicago, according to the weath­ 
er bureau, and the St. Louis area 
received nearly one-half inch. 
The Weather Bureau began is­ 
suing a series of severe weather 
rdvisories about midnight, w arn­ 
ing of possible torr.adoes, hut the 
last alert expired at 4:15 a. rn., 
with 
no reports 
of major dam ­ 
age. 
High winds uprooted trees and 
downed some power lines at Ma­ 
rion and Mount Vernon, but wea­ 
thermen said the dam age was not 
caused by a twister. 
Many persons in the tornado­ 
conscious area spent a sleepless 
night.

Dr. H. J. Rose, vice president 
and consultant of Bituminous Coal 
Research Inc., said that on a re­ 
cent tour of Europe he found more

IO,hoc 
persons engaged

and development, 
“ more than four times the nam 
ber 
so engaged 
in the United 
States.” 
“ More than half of all European 
coal 
research 
personnel 
are 
in 
Soviet Russia,” he said, '"‘which 
has a crash program to develop 
309 new coal mines with an addi­ 
tional capacity of 265 million short 
tons by 1960. 
“ It is therefore likely that Rus­ 
sia soon will displace the United 
States as the world’s leading pro­ 
ducer of coal ” 
Speaking at the annual meeting

Rose declared that it is of urgent 
importance that adequate support 
he provided for coal research and ; 
development in the U. S 
Rose said that all of the gov-! 
ernm rnts of Europe have come 
to the conclusion that the econom-1 
ic health of that continent in the 
next generation will depend fun | 
damentally 
on coal, 
which 
at j 
present represents 96 per cent of I 
Europe’s fuel production. About 84 
per cent of U. S. fuel resources 
consist of coal, he said, so this 
country must learn to make the 
best use of the coal it consumes.

WASHINGTON (TP) __ a mem­ 
ber of the House A rm ed Services 
Committee said today the commit­ 
tee should investigate a Ft. Cami$- 
bell, Ky. paratrooper tragedy which 
claimed five lives and injured 137 
other jumpers. 
Rep. Walter N orblad 
(R-Ore.) 
said it should be determ ined if 
“negligence" 
was

“I’m not trying to place blame,” 
Norblad told the U nited Press, 
“but a tragedy of this magnitude 
is worth checking into. 
There is 
an error of some kind obviously 
involved.”
